2 conts on pints and 4 cents on quarts.

additions are made to the 


stamp-tax act of 1866, which is re-en- 
acted with modifications. 


A tonnage tax, which is expected to 


raise $2,500,000, is also incorporated in 
toe bill. 


. The addition of ?1 per barrel upon 


beer is expected to raise $35,000,000. 


The question of allowing a rebate on 


beer stamps Is still open. 


The doubling of the tobacco tax and 


the provision for a retail license of 
$4.80 cents are expected to raise $30,-
